LETTER FltOM HO&. SAMUEL POWEL, 


The following letter addressed to Mr. 


Charles E. Ash will explain itself and will 
be read with pleasure by those who interest 
themselves in the wonders of the sen. 


NEWPORT, Feb. 19, 1S77. 


DEAR SIR. —Soon after my return home 


Mr. Barker brought me from you a bottle 
of fresh water containing several crustaceans 
near an iuch and n half long, in general 
form suggestive of shrimps.

take in my suspicion, they would prove to 
be the larval form (the progeny) of some of 
our coast crabs, but 1 was unaware that 
any of them lived when young in fresh 
water. I had seen often the paddler crabs 
going into Easton's pond which at times wns 
very slightly salt. 


In order to give you a correct answer I 


seut the animals (which had died from tho 
sun getting upon them, contrary to your 
caution) to Col. Theodore Lymnu of the 
Massachusetts Museum 
of 
Comparative 


Zoology. I annex his reply written from 
that Institution Feb. 1C, 1S77. 
"Your 


specimens came duly and Lave been handed 
;o Prof. Hermann Hagon, chief of our 
entomological department. 


"They are Bmnchypus, a genus that lives 


joth in salt and fresh water." 


"The salt water form was called Artemis, 


but is the eame as the Branchy pus, ei- 
cept that the change of water makes same 
ihange iu details of structure, (tho number 
of rings &c)," 


"Tho Artemis variety lives iu salt pans 


where the brine is saturated nnd about to 
.hrow down salt!" 


"So you seo your impressions are quite
